ARE SECOND-HAND BOOKSELLERS 
TO BE RATED AS JUNK SELLERS. 

For a year or so dealers in second-hand 
books in Washington, D. C., Baltimore, Md., 
Philadelphia, and New York, and, more re¬ 
cently, in New Haven, Conn., have been 
warned officially and unofficially, to take out 
licenses as junk dealers, to keep records of 
all their purchases, and to keep their stock 
for a certain time before offering it for sale. 
This move against booksellers was started 
in Washington, D. C., where, now that the 
movement is becoming aggressive in other 
sections, the Attorney for the District of 
Columbia has just advised the Commission¬ 
ers that dealers in second-hand books should 
be excepted from the recent amendment of 
the police regulations, which, he claims, con¬ 
flicts with the act of Congress of March 3, 
1891. 

In New Haven, Conn., the City Attorney 
is investigating the law with reference 10 the 
dealers in second-hand goods, and whether 
its provisions apply also to the book deal¬ 
ers. The booksellers have expressed a de¬ 
sire to comply with the requirements of the 
law, but have hitherto never thought it neces¬ 
sary to secure licenses to carry on their busi¬ 
ness or to make regular reports of sales 10 the 
police as required of junk dealers. 

The Connecticut law of 1897, which applies 
to dealers in “second-hand bicycles, junks, 
old metal, or other second-hand articles,” pro¬ 


hibits buying from or exchanging with minors. 
Should the statute, therefore, be interpreted 
to include books as “ other second-hand ar¬ 
ticles,” it will considerably reduce book stocks, 
as the second-hand bookseller’s trade in col¬ 
lege towns is chiefly with students. Whether 
or not the term “ other second-hand articles tr 
broadens the scope of the statute from its 
specific limitations and makes the law include 
in its provisions all dealers in second-hand ar¬ 
ticles of any kind, is a question not yet de¬ 
cided. The evident intent of the law was to 
assist in the detection of crime and it was 
probably not meant to apply to such a situa¬ 
tion as is now presented to the dealers in 
second-hand books. 


D. APPLETON & CO. APPLY FOR A 
RECEIVER. 

The trade will learn with regret that, on 
the 22d inst., D. Appleton & Co. felt obliged 
to file papers in an assignment. The applica¬ 
tion for a dissolution of the corporation was 
formally made by Daniel Pritchard, long con¬ 
nected with the house, who holds one hun¬ 
dred shares of stock of the corporation. Jus¬ 
tice Bischotf of the Supreme Court appointed 
J. Hampden Dougherty, pf No. 7 Nassau 
Street, New York, as receiver. The bond of the 
receiver was fixed at $150,000. The liabilities 
are stated to be at $1,100,000. The actual 
assets are not yet known, but it is believed 
that with careful handling they will not only 
ay all claims, but also satisfy the stock- 
olders. 

On February 1 the firm, it is said, gave 
out a balance sheet to the stockholders that 
showed that the assets were equal to the 
liabilities. The balance sheet at that time 
was as follows :

THE AUGUSTIN DALY SALE. 

The sales of the art objects and books 
which belonged to the late Augustin Daly, 
held at the galleries of the American Art 
Association this week, were attended by hosts 
of buyers. The large room in which sales 
are held was crowded to suffocation. Indeed,, 
a short time after the first lot was put under 
the hammer it was almost impossible to gain 
entrance. While the attendance was more 
than gratifying to the auctioneers, the same 
cannot be said of the prices which many of 
the articles brought. The sale of books be¬ 
gan on the evening of the 20th inst. The 
catalogue of the library, although printed on 
the thinnest of paper, makes quite a bulky vol¬ 
ume. No fewer than 3787 lots are to be 
sold. 

Few of the more valuable books were of¬ 
fered. The highest figure of the sale was 
$234, which was paid by George D. Smith 
for the “ Life of Edwin Forrest,” by William- 

R. Alger. This had been extended by Mr. 
Daly to six volumes by the insertion of over 
1160 illustrations, including water color por¬ 
traits and rare engravings. Mr. Smith also 
secured the “ Memoirs of Henry Angelo,” 
(London, 1828,) another extra illustrated 
book in four volumes. Still another example 
of Mr. Daly’s love of “ Grangerizing ” was 
the original edition of Lane’s “ Arabian 
Nights,” which had been extended to six vol¬ 
umes, and was also bought by Mr. Smith for 
$111. 

S. H. Wakeman paid $192 for the Benares 
edition of Burton’s “ Arabian Nights.” J. 

S. Ehrich gave $100 for an extra-illustrated 
copy of Wormeley’s translation of Balzac’s 
works. J. O. Wright secured a copy of the 
recent Philadelphia edition of Balzac, on 
Japanese paper, for $129, and Dodd, Mead & 
Co. paid $50 for W. L. Andrews’s “ New 
Amsterdam, New Orange, New York.” 
(1897.) 

An almost complete set of first editions 
of Ainsworth’s novels was sold, the volumes 
being offered separately, and bringing good 
prices. A collection of original pamphlets 
on dramatic subjects of the last and this cen¬ 
tury was bought by E. J. Wendell for $28. 

On the evening of the 21st, 335 books were 
sold. There was considerable competition, 
and some of the more valuable volumes 
brought high prices. The star price of the 
evening was $410, for the two volumes of 
Brayley’s “ Theatres of London,” with 
the original colored plates by Havell, 
published in 1826. That price was followed 
closely by the $585 given for “ An Apology 
for the Life of Colly Cibber,” (London, 1740,) 
which had been extended to three royal folio 
volumes by the insertion of 350 portraits and 
other plates, including some scarce prints 
by Bartolozzi and other famous engravers. 
Next in order was Burton’s “ Anatomy of 
Melancholy,” (Oxford, 1621,) a rare edition, 
that went to Dodd, Mead & Co. for $160. 

“ Hours of Idleness,” by Byron, a first edi¬ 
tion, which once belonged to J. H. Jesse, 
brought $56. Chambers’s “Book of Days” 
went for $252 for twelve volumes. Mark 
Twain’s works seemed to be more attractive 
than any others of modern fiction. 

Following is the list of the more important 
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items sold: “The Decameron,” first Eng¬ 
lish translation, London, 1625, $75; “ Booth 
in Twelve Dramatic Characters,” $60; 
“Booth, the Elder and the Younger,” $80; 
“Booth Memorials,” by his daughter, $150; 
“The British Stage and Literary Cabinet,” 
portraits by Cruikshank, London, 1817, $9° 5 
“ Man Transformed,” London, 1653, $35; By¬ 
ron, “ English Bards and Scotch Reviewers,” 
London, 1811, $60; “Don Quixote,” plates by 
Smirke, four volumes, $116; “Christy’s Min¬ 
strels,” the original dialogue book of G. N. 
Christy, partly in autograph, $18; “ Coquelin- 
Irving Controversy,” $56; “ Coquelin Por¬ 
traits,” $30; also, “ Costumes of All Nations,” 
a chronological arrangement of the most 
famous works on costumes, with a vast num¬ 
ber of colored plates, $80. The total amount 
realized on the second night’s sale of books 
was $5598. 

On the 22d inst., lots 650 to 1281 were dis¬ 
posed of during the afternoon and evening 
sessions. Some of the largest prices ever paid 
at auction for books in New York were given 
.at these two sales. The highest figure of the 
day was $4300, which was paid by Dodd, 
Mead & Co. for Peter Cunningham’s “ Story 
of Nell Gwyn and the Sayings of Charles 
11.,” (London, 1852.) This book was extended 
to four volumes, and extra illustrated with 
great lavishness. Daly’s “ Peg Woffington,” 
with rare plates, autographs, and play bills 
inserted, was bought by George D. Smith for 
$2850. J. O. Wright gave $2100 for another 
copy of the same work, with other rare extra 
illustrations. Another specimen of the care 
and money lavished by Mr. Daly on his books 
was Dickens’s “ Account of the Origin of the 
Pickwick Papers.” This was enriched by 
many autographs and plates, and was knocked 
down to Mr. Smith for $1700. Dodd, Mead 
& Co. bought Forster’s “ Life of Dickens,” 
with many inserted illustrations, for $1080, 
and Dickens’s “ Letters,” with similar enrich¬ 
ments, for $1120. A collection of Dickens au¬ 
tograph letters, bound in two volumes, was 
bought by Mr. Benjamin for $1000. Many 
other books brought high prices. The total 
sum realized at the afternoon and evening 
sales was $27,229.10. 


UNPUBLISHED BOOKS BY BALZAC. 

It is announced, on the authority of Jules 
Luret of the Paris Figaro , that M. de Lo- 
venjoul, of Brussels, has the manuscripts of 
•fifteen works of Balzac, none of which have 
yet been published. Among these are “ De 
L’Administration,” “ Aventure D’une Come¬ 
dienne,” “ Traite de la Priere,” “ La Modiste,” 
“ Les Heritiers Boisrouge,” “ Le Theatre 
Comrae II Est,” “ Les Deux Amis,” “ Conte 
Samirique,” “ La Femme Auteur Entre Sa¬ 
vants,” “ Mile. Du Vissard, ou la Ranee 
Sous le Consulat,” and “ Le Genese des Pay- 
sans.” After August 18 next all rights con¬ 
nected with the publishing of Balzac in 
France will become public property, that is 
to say the right of publishing “ Ursule 
Miroiiet,” “ Cousine Bette,” “ Filles Aux 
Yeux D’Or,” and fifty odd works of Balzac, 
for which the publishing house of Michel 
l.evy, in 1865—fifteen years after Balzac’s 
death—paid 80,000 francs to his widow, be¬ 
comes the property of everybody.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

SEPARATE COPYRIGHT FOR PICTURES. 

In the United States Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals, Boston, on the 16th inst., the case of 
Tames Gordon Bennett against The Boston 
Traveller was decided in favor of the de¬ 
fendant. The ruling is that an action for in¬ 
fringement cannot be maintained under Sec¬ 
tion 4965 of the United States Revised Stat¬ 
utes, which provides a penalty for the in¬ 
fringement of a copyright on an engraving, 
cut or print, for the unauthorized publication 
of a cut or cartoon, not itself copyrighted, 
though a part of a copyrighted newspaper. 
The court decided against the plaintiff’s con¬ 
tention that it was only necessary to copyright 
the newspaper as such, and that it was not 
necessary to take out a separate copyright 
for the cut, as such, in order to bring an action 
under Section 4965. The judgment of the 
District Court in favor of defendant was af¬ 
firmed. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

We learn with regret of the sudden death, 
on the 19th inst., of Peter Carter, well known 
through his almost life-long connection with 
the firm of Robert Carter & Brothers. Mr. 
Carter less than a year ago retired from busi¬ 
ness and was living with his son-in-law, 
James M. Speers, at 226 Belleville Avenue, 
Bloomfield, N. J., where he died. Mr. Car¬ 
ter was born at Earleston, about thirty miles 
from Edinburgh, in August, 1825. In 1840 
he came to New York and was employed as a 
clerk in his elder brother’s bookstore, at 2S5 
Broadway, near Reade Street, then the cen¬ 
ter of the publishing trade. In 1848 Robert 
Carter, the founder of the business, took his 
brothers Peter and Walter into partnership. 
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When the firm was dissolved by the death of 
Robert Carter, and the business was sold in 
1890, Peter Carter became associated with the 
American Tract Society, from which he re¬ 
tired last summer. Mr. Carter was a man of 
charming personality^ and was loved by all 
with whom he came into contact—from list 
boy up. His sunny smile and cheering word 
were especially encouraging to the beginner 
and the younger men in the trade, and his 
loss will therefore be felt in a wide circle of 
the growing generation. 

Ernest Christopher Dowson, a well- 
known English writer died at Catford, Kent, 
Eng., February 23. He was born at The 
Grove, Belmont Hill, Lee, Kent, August 2, 
1867. The book upon which his reputation 
will probably rest is a tiny book called 
“ Verses,” published in 1896. In 1897 he pub¬ 
lished “ a dramatic phantasy in one act ” 
called “ The Pierrot of the Minute,” with il¬ 
lustrations by Aubrey Beardsley. In prose 
he wrote a volume of “ stories and studies in 
sentiment” called “Dilemmas” (1895), and 
in collaboration with Arthur Moore, two 
novels, “A Comedy of Masks” (1893) and 
“ Adrian Rome” (1899). A volume of poems, 
together with some poems in prose, called 
“ Decorations,” is in the press, and will be 
issued at once by Leonard Smithers, of Lon¬ 
don. Several short stories, among his best 
work in prose, have not yet been reprinted 
from the pages of the Savoy, to which he was 
a constant contributor. 

Alexander P. Linn, the well-known news¬ 
dealer, died at his home in Providence, R. I., 
aged fifty-two years. After the Civil War, 
through which Mr. Linn served in the 19th 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, he opened the news 
business in Providence, which he conducted 
successfully until his death. Mr. Linn was at 
one time president of the National Association 
of Newsdealers, and was one of the founders 
of the Rhode Island Newsdealers’ Association, 
of which he was a president for a number of 
years. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

R. D. Blackmore left instructions in his 
will that no biography or memoir of him was 
to be published. 

Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett was mar¬ 
ried to Stephen Townesend, in London, on 
the 14th inst. The bridegroom is a son of 
the late Rev. George Tyler Townesend, once 
chaplain to the Duke of Northumberland, and 
also to the Bishop of Tasmania. He is a 
physician, and has won the degree of Fellow 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, but never 
cared for this profession, and several years 
ago abandoned it for the stage. 

Paul Hervieu, the French novelist and 
playwright, who has just been admitted to 
the French Academy to take the vacancy left 
by the death of Edward Pailleron, will be 
the youngest member of that body, for he is 
but forty-three years old. Emile Faguet, 
who succeeds Victor Cherbuliez, is ten years 
older. Faguet is best known as the dramatic 
critic of the Figaro. He is also a university 
professor of repute and a general essayist. 


It has long been rumored that J. K. Huys- 
mans has resolved to leave the world and 
enter a religious order. At first the report 
received little credence. The Memorial de la 
Librairie Francaise now states that this bril¬ 
liant mystical writer did actually leave Paris 
for a retreat in the Benedictine monastery at 
Liguge, and, having completed his retreat, 
has determined on becoming an oblate, and 
was ordained novice-oblate on March 19. The 
oblate is a lay monk who does not wear a re¬ 
ligious dress nor is he subject to any monas¬ 
tic rules ; he is only obliged to read his brev¬ 
iary daily. J. K. Huysmans will not reside 
ir* the monastery at Liguge ; but he has had 
a little house built not far from it, and there 
will in future pass his life in prayer and work 
—for he does not abandon literature. “ He 
will devote his ready pen and powerful crea¬ 
tive faculty to the Godhead and religion.” 
One first-fruit of this resolve was the work 
called “ Pages Catholiques,” published last 
November; and he has now begun work on a 
new book.

John Lovell & Son, of Montreal, are to be 
the publishers of Frank T. Graham’s “Annals 
of the Montreal Stage, with biographical and 
critical notices of the plays and players of a 
century.”

E. & J. B. Young & Co. have in preparation 
“ Figures of Speech Used in the Bible.” ex¬ 
plained and illustrated, by Rev. E. W. Bullin- 
ger, D.D. Dr. Bullinger has been engaged 
in this present great work for ten years, and 
by its study many obscure passages are said 
tc “ receive fresh light, many errors are cor¬ 
rected, and new beauties disclosed.” It will 
make a large octavo volume, and be ready 
the latter part of March. 

Macmillan Co. will publish immediately 
‘ The Epistles of the New Testament,’’ ren¬ 
dered into current and popular English by the 
Rev. Henry Hayman, D.D.; and the second 
volume of “Old Testament Theology: the 
History of Hebrew Religion,” by Prof. Archi¬ 
bald Duff, whose theme is the Deuteronomic 
Reformation in the seventh century b.c. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just ready 
the second volume of Dr. Gore’s “ Exposition 
of St. Paul’s Epistle to the Romans,” cover¬ 
ing chapters ix.-xvi.; “Enoch Willoughby,” 
a novel, by James A. Wickersham; “Smith 
College Stories,” ten stories by Josephine 
Dodge Daskam; also “ Boys and Men,” a 
story of life at Yale, by Richard Holbrook. 
They will publish early next month a new 
novel of contemporary American life by 
Robert Grant, entitled “ Unleavened Bread.” 

John Lane is about to issue “ Rudyard 
Kipling and His Work,” by Richard Le Gal- 
lienne, with “ Travels in England,” by the 
same writer; “ The Chronicle of a Cornish 
Garden,” by Harry Roberts; “ Birds of My 
Parish,” by E. Pollard ; “ The Rhodesians: 
Sketches of South African Life“ Side- 
Lights on the Reign of Terror,” by Mile, des 
Echerolles; “All About Dogs,” by Charles 
Henry Lane, illustrated; “What is Poetry?” 
by Edmond Holmes; and “The Professor, 
and Other Poems,” by Arthur Christopher 
Benson. 

Curtis & Cameron have just ready an essay 
entitled “How to Tell a Good Picture,” by 
Charles H. Caffin, art critic of Harper's 
Weekly. They haye also just ready the por¬ 
trait of Janice Meredith, announced a few 
weeks ago. Regarding the portrait, so many 
questions are being asked whether it is really 
an historical old miniature that a word may 
be said about it. Mr. Ford read the descrip¬ 
tion of his heroine to an artist friend, who 
made a sketch in accordance with it. Mr. 
Ford suggested changes in the successive 
sketches until the final result was obtained in 
the form of the miniature, which we have re¬ 
produced. In a sense, therefore, the Janice 
portrait is the creation of both Mr. Ford and 
the artist.

It also gives a short chapter upon 
two others, Marie d’Anjou and Charlotte de 
Savoie, wives of Charles vn. and Louis XL, 
who were less conspicuous and of whom less 
is known. It endeavors to bring before its 
readers interesting details respecting three dif¬ 
ferent courts, the intellectual, almost saintly 
Court of Charles v. and Jeanne de Bourbon, 
the wild reckless dissipation of that of Charles 
vi. and Isabeau de Baviere, and the early ro¬ 
mance, enlightened government, and splendid 
surroundings of Louis xn. and Anne de Bre¬ 
tagne, the first modern king and queen of 
France. 

Colonel G. B. M. Harvey, the director of 
the affairs of Harper & Brothers, sailed for 
Europe on the 21st inst. He will be gone five 
weeks, and all the time of his stay in Europe 
will be spent in London and Paris. In these 
cities Harper & Brothers have branch houses 
—that in Paris recently opened, the London 
branch of long standing and large business. 
The publishing company maintains a complete 
organization in both these cities, and it is to 
get a thorough knowledge, both of the busi¬ 
ness and the organization, that Col. Harvey 
will make this visit.

In 
Paris I will secure French writers of celebri¬ 
ty. and also writers of other nationalities. 
Paris is the market not only for French wri¬ 
ters, but for those of all continental Europe. 
. . . Harper & Brothers is busier now than it 
lias been for ten years. We have the largest 
plant in the world, yet it is much overtaxed 
to meet the demand. I go to London for one 
reason, to see whether our business there is on 
the same prosperous footing as here.”
